Renaming of Junior Colleges 
In State Creates New Problem 


A new movement is taking 
place throughout the state of Cal- 
ifornia involving two-year col- 
leges. 

Junior colleges in the state are 
changing their titles to either 
“college” or “city college.” A list 
of jaysees who have already done 
this and now go under new 
names include: Chaffey College, 
Compton College, Glendale Col- 
lege, Long Beach City College, 
Los Angeles City College, Placer 
College, Sacramento College, 
Santa Monica City College, and 
Yuba College. 

The question comes up, will 
Salinas Junior College change its 
name, too? According to Presi- 
dent Lemos, the answer is no— 
not unless the entire unit of jay- 
sees throughout the whole state 
come to the same conclusion of 
renaming their colleges. If so, 
the Esjaysee will also be -re- 
named. 


A point to consider before the 
changing of the name of a col- 
lege is this: would it be realized 
by others that the institution is 
only a two-year college? Some 
may have the impression that it 
is a regular four-year college if 
they didn’t know it by its pre- 
vious name. If changed, there- 
fore, it should be definitely re- 
named to specify in its title that 
it is a two-year college. 

Salinas J.C.. had once consid- 
ered changing its name to Hart- 
nell College, to be renamed this 
because the original Hartnell Col- 
lege was the first college estab- 
lished in the state of California 
and was located near Salinas. But 
calling $.J.C. this would present 
the same problem mentioned, and 
high protest was made at that 
time from the school board, the 
chamber of commerce and local 
townspeople. Thus the idea was 
abandoned.

Dr. Luella J. Hall and Mr. John 
B. Murrin will give the Army 
Specialized Training Program test 
to students whose seventeenth 
birthday falls between October 
1, 1944, and August 31, 1945. 

The purpose of this test is to 


find the student’s value to the 
army by instruction in an. aca- 
demic curriculum of subjects se- 
lected for their importance to 
the army. Included if the cur- 
riculum are college courses in 
history, physics, English, geog- 
raphy, and mathematics. These 
courses will be supplemented by 
a program of physical and mili- 
tary training. 

Applicants for this training 
must be of the above-mentioned 
age, be a citizen, have the par- 
ents’ consent, pass the test with 
a qualifying score, and enlist in 
the E.R.C., before they will be ac- 
cepted for training. Complete de- 
tails for the test may be obtained 
from Dr. Hall or Mr. Murrin.
